Artist Frederic Remington lived through, observed and recorded, in 


paintings, drawing.* mid sculptures, the last stages of the "Old 


West." 


He was born in Canton. New York, in 1801. By the time he died in 


1909, he had shared first-hand the adventures and life of action of 
soldiers, Indians and con-pokes—"the wild riders and the vacant lands." 
Mis representations of this world and era are pri/cd today not only for 
their superb craftsmanship but also because they show a unique his- 
torical record of outstanding liveliness, accuracy and sympathy. 


Few artists have equalled Remington in his self-taught ability to 


document on canvas, or in bron/c. the mood and action of the west's 
horse and rider. And his goal was a fusion of fine art and documentary 
representation. 


His work is now more sought after by museums and collectors than 


that of any other American artist. Out in Cody, Wyoming, the Whitney 
Gallery of Western Art, a wing of the Buffalo Bill Historical Center, 
displays a magnificent collection of his works and personal possessions, 
including the entire contents of his studio at the time of Remington's 
death. Other museums such as the Amon Carter Museum in Fort Worth 
and the Thomas Gilcrcase Museum in Tulsa, Okla.Jcature Remington's 
efforts. 


Another valuable collection of Remington's art graces the walls of 


the famous "21" restaurant in mid-town Manhattan. Originally collected 
by the Jate Jack Kriendler, the Remington documentaries are now the 
devoted interest of his brother, "21" host-owner Peter Kriendler, him- 
self a trustee of the Buffalo Bill Historical Center. Shown on this page 
are some of Remington's works from the collection.
